The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose a method of producing a label or a label-making printer comprising a 
reel-form stock comprising a first adhesive, a backing sheet, a second adhesive and a carrier, 
wherein the first adhesive and backing sheet are applied to media and the second adhesive and 
carrier are collected on a take-up reel of the printing device or adhesive station, as claimed in 
Claims 12 and 26, or comprising applying an adhesive tape of first adhesive, a backing sheet 
removably adhered to the first adhesive layer, a second adhesive layer removably adhered to the 
backing sheet and a carrier sheet adhered to the second adhesive layer to media, wherein the first 
adhesive layer and backing sheet include a plurality of segments, as claimed in Claim 32.
